car, Sometimes they bhus, move guickly 
as though they swung in air, and go out 
like a light blown by the wind. The bush 
catches and hides some frightened ‘thing 
crouching in the darkness until the 
monstrous machine which is the white 
man’s.motor car has passed. 

The white man, whose glaring headlights 
are thrown back from these eyes, has 
built roads all across Africa where there 
were only bush and veldt before. He has 
disturbed myriads of lives, small and 
great, cutting his way through the bush. 

_ At night hundreds of rabbits and other 
little animals, bewildered. by the light, 
run in front of the car—sometimes for a 
mile or so—and it is difficult to avoid 
running over them. Of course there was 
ear in the bush long before the white man 
came, and every animal has learned to 
hide from the bigger animal which makes 
it its prey. 

Men go out to Africa in these days to 
hunt big game not, as in the old days, 
with a gun, but with a camera. ' This 
hunting needs endless patience and not 

courage than the other form. One 
may find a river where there are signs 
that buffalo, for instance, have come to 
drink. One may hide and wait until after 
dark, and no animal may come. On the 
next day one may wait again and be 
rewarded. The best time to see wild 
animals in Africa is the hour before night- 
fall. I remember a camp on a kopje— 
a small hill—overlooking a river in 
Kenya. A herd of two hundred buffalos, 
or more, came down to that river 
regularly every evening to drink. They 
came almost exactly at the same hour 
every day—five o’clock—and the tall green 
elephant grass on the bank on the other 
side of the river was trampled flat by 
their frequent passing. The little calves 
used to play games in the water, chasing 
one another and  =~gambolling and 
splashing, while their elders looked on, 
seriously lifting their heads for a minute 
or two, and then drinking again. 


‘LEOPARD AND HYENA. 


They would be gone before darkness fell 
.-—the sudden darkness cf Africa, where 
‘there is no twilight. There is a brief, 
wonderful sunset, when all the horizon is 
a splendour of scarlet, and suddenly it is 
darx. With the darkness the bush, which 
has been silent, comes alive. The frogs 
croak, as they croak later when dawn 
comes, as though it were a signal ; and the 
crickets chirp louder than any European 
crickets. 

There is the occasional shrill bark of 
a leopard and the. far-away cough of a 
hyena. The bush is coming awake. One 
realises very clearly in that hour, when 
the bush comes awake, that the white man 
has only drawn his roads across Africa like 
the marking of a map. On either side of 
the road there is a darkness which he 
cannot penctrate. 

Of all the animals of Africa the 
buffalos are the most dangerous: to man. 
A cow buffalo, with her calf, will 
invariably charge a man at sight, having 
the mother instinct of all animals to 
protect her young; but most other animals 
will not attack if they are left alone. 
The leopard and the buffalo are excep- 
tions to this rule, and also, of course, the 
man-eating lion; but a lion only becomes 
a man-eater when he is tod old to hunt 
swifter and more nimble prey. There are 
also. rogue elephants, who are outcasts 
from the herd and regard all the world 
as their enemy. I remember to have 
arrived at Lira, a small town in Northern 

gunda, a few hours after one of these 
rogues had raided the township. He had 
trampled and rooted up the maize 
plantations of the natives, ruining them, 
and he had killed no less than eight people 
before the white manager of the local 
cotton ginmery, who was a famous shot, 


killed him. 
THE RHINOCEROS. 


There would be much less ferocity in 
many of these animuls towards man if 
there were less indiscriminate and in- 
accurate shooting. A bad shot frequently 
wounds and does not kill, and animals 
Lave strangely long memories. An animal 
that has been wounded will always attack 
on. sight. Some years ago a woman 
traveller fired at and wounded a 
rhinoceros. The rhinoceros charged and 
killed her, afterwards making off into the 
bush. Some weeks later a farmer and 
h‘s wife stopped their motor car on the 
yoad to efiect some minor repair. The 
man, seeing a rhinoceros coming towards 
them, got out of the car to distract its 
attention from his wile, who remained in 
the car. The rhinoceros charged and 
killed the man, and went on.its way 
leaving the woman untouched. A party of 
farmers immediately set off to hunt the 
rhinoceros before it did any more damage ; 
and, when they killed it, they found that 
it had two previous bullet wounds. 

Africa, of course, is full of monkeys of 
various sizes. The little ones are 
fastinating to watch as thev swing them- 
selves from branch to branch of the trees 
above one s head, chattering all t(..s3 time, 
and sometimes playing tricks, throwing 
down nuts on the head of anyone who 
passes under them, and chattering and 
laughing if they should hit him. There 
are, too, the little monkeys who will weep 
with you in an agony of sympathy if you 
should show signs of being sad or in 
trouble. They are fascinating little 
things, these monkeys. 


PET BABOONS. 


The baboons, large, brown monkeys 
about the size of a young calf, live and 
hunt in packs. They feed on roots and 
berries from trees, and they take much, 
pleasure in rooting up the natives’ crops 
of ground nuts and sweet potatoes. There- 
fore, they are found in large numbers near 
villages or Government stations. A large 
pack of baboons once lived near a station 
where I: was, and sometimes in the 
evening me of oarreg te tena in 
out with his re into th | ;

Bruce and the Spider. 


Even the authority of the scholarly 

Under-Secretary for Scotland, Mr, Tom 
Johnston, M.P., will not, I fancy, shake 
the popular belief in the authenticity of 
the old story about Bruce and the spider. 
Like ‘that of Wellington and the playing 
fields of Eton and that of the dying 
Sarsfield at Landen, this legend of Bruce 
is one of those stories which ought to be 
true, even if it is not. 
The spider incident is supposed to have 
occurred in a cave on the island of 
Rathlin, off Ballycastle, Co. Antrim. 
The islanders still speak Gaclic, but it is 
a dialect which, in some respects, is more 
akin to the Gaelic spoken in the High- 
lands of Scotland than to that spoken in 
most parts of Ireland. Indeed, as the 
Bruce legend shows, intercourse between 
Antrim and Scotland was very close in 
bygone centuries, and it naturally left its 
mark on the language of the islanders. 
At one time a good trade in kelp was 
done on the island and Rathlin ponies 
were famous all over the North. The 
island is difficult to approach in good 
weather, but a few years ago.the late Mr. 
F. J. Bigger and others helped to secure 
a motor boat service. ' 

Mr. Johnston, who says that Bruce 
really was at the Norwegian Court when 
he. was supposed to be watching the 
spider in Rathlin, is typically Scottish in 
his‘scanniness and iconoclasm. He is a 
native of Kirkintilloch and still on the 
right side of fifty. At Glasgow Univer- 
sity he»won a big reputation as a debater 
and a student of history, and this reputa- 
tion has been enhanced’ in public life. 
He is the founder and director of a suc- 
cessful publishing house which issues 
Forward a weekly journal, to which Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald was a regular contri- 
butor. 


Chess and War. 


A ‘day or so after Christmas, in a room 
that was a small boys’ paradise of rail- 
way lines, engines, trucks and signals, 1 
was surprised to see the two owners of 
these things—aged eight and ten respec- 
tively—sit in unnatural stillness, absorbed 
in a game of chess. Instinctively the belicf 
seized hold of my mind that here were two 
great soldiers in the making-—generals 
who would move their armies here and 
there with the skill that marked their 
disposition of the knight, the pawn and 
the bishop. 
In the current issue of an English 
review this long-established belief in the 
latent soldierly qualities of a good chess 
player 1s completely upset in extracts 
taken from the book of a modern military 
man. Wolfe, he points out, played chess 
very badly, though not quite as hope- 
lessly as did Napoleon. 

Moltke was fond: of the game, but never 
played it with any skill; and the writer 
of the book has discovered that Robert FE. 
Lee, .Wellington and Marlborough never 
played chess at all. He go 
prove how strained the analogy between 
war and chess has been in | past. 
‘ The essence of chess,”’ he says, ' is that 
there is no concealment ; the essence of war 
is guessing what is ‘ on the other side of 
the hill,’ or on the other side of the river, 
frontier or sea.'' har bhi

A friend of mine who has been on a 
visit to Belgium was much impressed by 


the store of matured wines that appeared 


to be part of the household equipment of 
almost every family in the country areas. 
He asked his host how this came about, 
and was informed that upon the birth of 
a son a quantity of wine is put down for 
the child, aecording to the means of the 
father, and that every su 
sunifar quantity is added until the boy 
renches his twenty-first year. On that 
tirthday it is usuai for the first wine, now 
finely matured, .to be broached. It is 
seldom that it is exhausted during that 
year; for the Belgian watches his cellar 
with jealous fondness, and the result is 
that there is always a flow of generous 
vintage for state occasions. Naturally the 
bins of the better off are more plentifully 
supplied, but even the very moderately 
endowed with this world’s goods are able 
to offer a glass of wine at a very 
auspicious. moment, which would not 
disgrace the most vaunted table. Much 
was lost during the war, though I am 
told that in many cases refugees before 
they left the country were able to secrete 
wine in caches, where it was discovered 
intact when they returned to their own. 


Abraham Lincoln. 


The lust for relics is a strange trait. 
I notice that the black rocking-chair 
of walnut in which Lincoln was sitting 
in Forde’s Theatre when he was shot 
by John Booth, in 1865, has been 
sold for close on £500. The upholstery 
bears yet the stain of blood. It seems a 
rather gruesome possession for anything 
but an impersonal. collection, and likely 
to cause one a shiver o' nights, passing it 
on the way to bed. Of the earlier 
presidents, Abraham Lincoln is almost the 
only name that immediately evokes 
response from folk this side of the herring 
pond. He is remembered par excellence 
as the architect of the emancipation of 
slaves; his funeral speech at Gettysburg 
is one of the classic speeches of the world, 
and the famous utteran¢e about '' govern- 
ment of the people by the people for the 
people ” has become the gospel-in-little 
of democracy, though his interpretation 
of its commitments was a trifle easy, and 
he allowed no right to govern wrong. 
Nothing has done more to make his 
character familiar to Europeans than the 
famous play which bears his name for 
title, by John Drinkwater, a form of 
dramatic biography which, while as 
selective as the Lytton Strachey method, 
is more idealistic in aim. I can think 
of nothing that made the Puritan back- 
bone of English family life more real to 
me than the performance of that play. 


The Devii’s Finger-marks. 


Your story of Derrywarra and the devil 
—writes a correspondent—calls to mind 
another story of an Irish family’s traffic 
with the devil, Some four generations 
ago a lady belonging to a well-known 
South of Ireland family was playing fast 
and loose. In due course pecuniary 
troubles arose, and the noble lady found 
herself in difficulties. One night she is 
related to have exclaimed: ‘‘ I'd sell my 
soul to the devil if I could get out of 
this.” To her astonishment a voice 
remarked: ‘‘ Certainly, my dear, always 
ready to assist you.” ‘‘ Then,’’ remarked 
the lady coolly, “get me out of this as 
soon as you can.” As an ai.erthought 
she added, *‘ But leave me some token that 
I may know that this was no dream.’’ 
Whereupon the devil leaned over and 
touched her wrist, in the manner of a 
doctor feeling a pulse. 

History does not relate. if her fortune 
was miraculously improved; but the story 
goes that when women friends asked her 
why she always wore a black velvet band 
on her right wrist, she used invariably 
to reply: “ To hide the devil’s finger- 
marks, my dear.’’

Ireland's First. Pawnshop. 


In what town in Ireland was the first 
pawn-shop established, and when? From 
ah old record I learn that the first recog- 
nised shop of this type was set up in the 
town of bhimerick in 1840; but, of course, 
the practice of putting clothes and other 
articles “ up the spout” was known in 
Ireland for many years before that date. 
The interest on loans then was enormous, 
and it was in an effort to establish a 
system of charitable pawnbroking in the 
interests of the poor people that we find 
the first mention of Limerick. The first 
of these charitable pawnshops, called 
Monts de Piété, was established at Rome 
by Padre Giovanni Calvo, a Franciscan 
of the Order of Minorites, about 1541, 
for lending money not above thirty 
crowns. The rate of interest charged was 
only £2 per cent. The working system 
was very elaborate, and in 1841 we find 
that there were eight Monts de Prété in 
Ireland. All these ‘‘institutions,’’ how- 
ever, were doomed to failure, and in 1848 
the only pawnshop under the Roman system 
left in yebad was that of Portadown. 
similar establishments having fallen in 
Dungannon, Newcastle, Tandragee, Lis 
more, etc. Now comes the news that all 
pawnshops have suffered by the _ intro- 
duction. of the credit system into this 
country. Under the deferred payments 
plan the working man no longer finds it 
necessary to pledge his watch and chain 
in order to raise the wind. Still, a goodly 
number of these shops earn a decent 
living for their proprietors. | 


The. Bahamas.

A probable debit balance at the close of 
the current financial year of £160 would bring 
the total to £116,020; but the estimated re- 
ceipts for the year of £5,900 would reduce 
the amount to £112,120, which would be the 
net sum required from the county council and 
the borough council. 

The amount of the demand last year was 
£114,520, so that the reduction was £2,400. 

TO BORROW £14,000. 

The Secretary added that the Board would 
have to consider the question of borrowing a 
sum of £14,000 for improving and re- 
organising the County Hospital, the proposed 
improvements in Midleton District Home, 
estimated to cost £3,875; providing dispensary 
residences for Murragh and Cannaway dis- 
trict, and to meet applications for increases 
of officials’ salanies. He had not included any 
sums in the estimate to meet the proposed 
expenditure in respect of these items until 
they were finally dealt with. 

After consideration of the various items, 
some of which were reduced, the estimate 
was cut down by £1,500, making a total re- 
duction of £25,000 in the past three years.

TRADERS’ GRIEVANCE. 

At the meeting of the LIMERICK Harbour 
Board Mr. Loughrey complained that owing to 
the delay in starting the corijfruction of the 
Park Bridge over the Shannon in Limerick 
local traders were severely handicapped in 
trading to town on Lough Derg, and that the 
business of Limerick City was almost wholly 
taken over by Dublin traders. The Mayor 
said that he had been in Dublin recently 
and it was promised that tenders for the 
bridge would be advertised for next February 
and the work would be probably commenced 
in March. 

STREET-TRADERS’ LICENCES. ; 

A novel situation has arisen between AUGH- 
NACLOY Town Council, as the licensing 
authority, and the street-traders, over thirty 
of whom applied for licences. A meeting of 
merchants had demanded that the traders 
be put off the streets, or a toll of £1 per 
stall imposed. The Council fied a 5s. toll, 
and yesterday (fair day) required the traders 
to attend the Council offices to sign the con- 
ditions. The traders refused, insisting on the 
licences being forwarded to the traders’ 
association secretary, who made the applica- 
tion for them. Meantime, the street-vendors 
carried on without licences. 

COUNCIL SCENES, 

The announcement at the meeting of the 
Council that there was na money available 
for the proposals of the OMAGH District 
Councillors led to scenes, and several exciting 
passages between the County Surveyor (Mr. 
Teebody) and the members. Mr. Leebody 
stated that under the provisions of the De- 
rating Act the standard expenditure for road 
maintenance had been fixed at £12,000, ex- 
clusive of loan charges, which had been fixed 
at £743. It would not be open to the Council 
to consider the applications of any member 
for road work, and the Council would have 
to apply to the Ministry for permission to 
draw on the supplemental grant to raise 
the money rewired for ordinary road main- 
tenance.

The new pension scheme in Northern 
lreland comes into operation to-day. The 
scheme amends the provisions of the law re- 
lating to widows’, orphans’, and old age con- 
tributory pensions, and is to remove 
anomalies and inequalities which have be- 
come apparent after four years’ working of 
the original scheme. Probably the most 
interesting provision is that under which 
widows will receive pensions at the age of 
fifty-five. Under the Act of 1925 widows of 
men who were never contributors to the 
pensions scheme because they had died or 
reached seventy before January 4, 1926, were 
entitled to pensions only if they had children 
alive below the age of fourteen. The new 
Act proposes to extend the provisions for 
widows in this class by authorising the grant 
of pensions to widows of these men when 
they reach fifty-five years of ace, and 
pensions will be payable whether there are 
children under fourteen or not. This provision 
of the Act, however, will begin to come into 
operation only as from July 1, 1930, when 
widows aged sixty and upwards will become 
entitled. 

WIDOWS OF FIFTY-FIVE. 

Pensions will become payable to widows of 
fifty-five as from January 1, 1931. The 
Ministry of Labour has made arrangements 
for claim forms to be available at all post 
offices early in the new vear. 

From to-day wives between the ages of 
sixty-five and seventy of men who were over 
seventy on January 2, 1928. will become en- 
titled to old-age pensions if their husbands 
are entitled to ‘‘insurance’’ old-age pensions 
—t.¢., old-age pensions without a ‘‘ means’”’ 
test. Under the 1925 Act these women had 
to wait until they reached seventy before 
they became entitled to pensions in respect 
of their husbands’ insurance.

DRAFT RESOLUTIONS, 
RULING- PRINCES AND 
PEOPLE. 


FEOM Revuter’s _CoRRESPONDENT. 
LAHORE, Wednesday. 

The draft resolutions prepared by the 
All-India Congress Executive for con- 
sideration by the Congress were approved 
by the Subjects Committee to-day. 

One resolution relating to the Indian 
States expressed the opinion that the time 
had arrived when the ruling Princes 
should grant responsible: government to 
their people and enact laws for the safe- 
guarding of their elementary and funda- 
mental rights, such as freedom of move- 
ment and speech and security of person 
and property. 

Another resolution congratulates the 
East African Indians on the clear national 
stand they took upon. the Indian problem, 
at expresses the opinion that no solu- 
tion to the East African question can 
satisfy a nation that accepts communal 
electorates.and is based on discriminate 
franchise or imposes disqualifications on 
Indians holding property. 


COMMUNAL QUESTIONS. 

A further resolution states that in an 
independent India communal questions 
can be solved on strictly. national lines, 
but as the Sikhs, the Moslems and other 
minorities have: expressed dissatisfaction 
over the communal solution proposed in 
the Nehru report, the Congress affirms

The following are the arrangements which 
I propose in connection with the work oí 
the diocese for 1930, and which I hope you 
will find convenient :'— ! 


FEBRUARY 16th (SEPTUAGESIMA 
SUNDAY), 

ANNUAL COLLECTION IN AID OF POOR, 
PARISHES FUND -AND OTHER 
DIOCESAN NEEDS. 

Full information as to these funds will be 
found in the. accompanying statement, which 
has been drawn up by the Diocesan Secre- 
tary. I suggest Sunday, February 16th, as 
a suitable day on which to bring. these 
various claims before. your congregations ; 
but if that day should prove unsuitable, 
some other Sunday in the year might be 

chosen for the purpose. 

The Poor Parishes Fund, the resources of 
which/ can be applied either to sustentation 
or to augmentation, provides virtually the 
only free money at the disposal of the 
Diocesan Council. It helps to maintain the 
ministrations of the Church in districts too 
poor to provide the stipend of a clergyman 
unaided. Experience proves also that it is a 
most valuable means of enabling parishes on 
the borderline to provide minimum stipends. 
The strengthening of this fund by increased 
annual contributions from the parishes 
throughout the diocese is greatly to be 
desired. 

MARCH oth (FIRST SUNDAY IN LENT)— 
| TEMPERANCE. 

It is customary for this subject to be re- 
ferred to in the sermons preached on the 
First Sunday in Lent, and I hope that the 
. clergy of the diocese will, as usual, preach 
on, or in connection with, temperance on this 
occasion. If the collection on March 9th,’ or 
some poition of it, can be devoted to the 
Church of Ireland Temperance Society, as- 
sistance will be given to an agency doing 
valuable social work in co-operation with 
similar agencies belonging to other Churches 
in Ireland. 

At the present moment, however, gambling 
is a more serious menace to our social and re- 
ligious life than intemperance. Teaching on 
the subject of gambling, (a) as the gratuitous 
appeal to chance, and (b) as a surrender to 
the spirit of cupidity, might well be given on 
the First Sunday in Lent. 

APRIL 6th (FIFTH SUNDAY IN LENT)— 
EDUCATION. 

I ask your most zealous co-operation in the 
matter of religious education. Even now, after 
the many years of effort on the part of the 
Board of Education and of the clergy generally, 
the cause of religious education seems hardly 
to appeal to the laity as a whole. What it 
means, and what the failure of it would mean, 
to the Church, is very little understood. 

The first and largest item of its expendi- 
ture is the provision of a Diocesan Inspector, 
whose visits to the schools throughout the 
diocese, whether Sunday Schools or Day 
Schools, are of ircalculable importance. 

The. Diocesan Board finds itself increas- 
ingly in need of money in order to make 
grants to schools too small to be maintained 
by the National Board, or to help to provide 
transport for scattered children living at a 
distance Mom their school, or to assist suit- 
able candidates who are unable without help 
to meet the expense of preparation for 
entrance to the Training College. 

Once again, I appeal for your energetic co- 
operation on behalf of this vital department 
of God's work. The parish'clergy, by their 
insistence upon this subject, can do much to 
stir up the hearts and minds of our people 
to the needs and ciaims of the rising genera- 
tion, on which the future existence of our 
Church depends. The support given to the 
Board is somewhat larger than it was, but 
the operations of the Board are seriously 
cramped by the smallness of its means. 

HiOSPITAL SUNDAY, 1930. 

Whereas it was the practice for many 
years to devote the collections in the 
churches of Dublin and the neighbourhood 
on the second Sunday in November to the 
Dublin hospitals, some difficulty has been 
causedsin the last few years through the 
growing practice of making collections for 
Farl Haig’s Fund on Armistice Day, 
November lith, or the Sunday before or 
after that date. In view of this difficulty, 
I have suggested to the Committee of the 
Hospital Sunday Fund that the date for 
1930 should be fixed as follows :—December 
7th (second Sunday in Advent). ' 


THE REVISED VERSION. 

May 1 draw the attention of the clergy 
to the fact that the use of the Revise 
Version in the reading of the Lessons 1s 
now permissible with the consent of the 
Ordinary? Canon XLV. still requires the 
Churchwardens and Select Vestry to provide 
a copy of the Authorised Version in every 
church, but the provision of a large copy of 
the Revised Version for lectern use might 
reasonably be asked for as well. 

In this connection, I would remind the 
clergy that various changes of translation 
have been introduced from the Revised Ver- 
sion into the Epistles and Gospels, and that 
the adoption of all these changes as they 
occur in the Revised Prayer Book is obliga- 
tory. 

THE REVISED PRAYER BOOK. 

Once again, I would draw the attention of 
the clergy and the choirmasters to the para- 
graphing of the Psalter. The careful obser- 
vance of the divisions in the Psalms, parti- 
cularly where double chants are concerned, 
would do much to enable both choirs and 
‘ congregations to enter more fully into the 
spirit of the words which are being sung. I 
notice frequently that no attention has been 
paid to the suggestions offered by the para- 
graphing. 

I draw the attention of the clergy to a 
permissible variation suggested for the first 
time in the Revised Prayer Book of 1927. 
The general directions for public worship 
which imim«diately precede the order for 
Morning Prujcr have been materially re-cast, 
and will repay careful study. The variation 
I refer to is to be found in the third para- 
graph of the Directions, and has, so far as 
I know, been but little adopted in this 
diocese. But for the convenience of the 
clergy. the combination of Services therein 
suggested has been set out at length in a 
four-page pamphlet, which is on sale at 
AP.OR.: One of its advantages is that it 
includes in its shortened form the Litany, the 
use of which on Sundays is becoming much 
less common than is desirable. 

WORLD PEACE. .

STATUE UNVEILED AT 


LAHORE. 


From REUTFR'& COnWERPONDENT, 
LAHORE, Wednesday. 

Mr. Patel, the President of the Legis- 
lative Assembly, made a significant speech 
when unveiling a statue to Lala Lajpat 
Rai, in front of the Town Hall, at Lahore, 
to-day. : a eal ys 

A surging crowd of $0,000 people, who 
could not be controlled, prevented the pro- 
gramme from being carried out fully. 

The Arya Swaraj Sabha, which was 
responsible for the erection of the statue, 
and had invited Mr. Pate] to unveil it, 
attached special significance. to the 
ceremony taking place on the morning of 
the declaration of Independence as India's 
goal in the very town where Lala Lajpat 
Rai has died fighting for freedom. 

THE CHILD MARRIAGE AOT.. 

Mr. Patel defended the Legislative 
Assembly, and said that the Child Mar- 
riage Prevention Act would for ever stand 
to the credit of the Assembly, .as it had 
done more for the attainment of freedom 
than hundreds of ‘resolutions at confer- 
ences and colgresses. 

He announced that, if the Government 
of the Punjaub failed to provide a proper 
site for the statue, he had decided to find 
a place for it in the Assembly Chamber, 
although some of them might not like the 
statue in that maligned Chamber. 

He concluded by saying that Lala 
Lajpat Rai was the “ uncrowned king.” 
of the Punjaub, and had the masses 
behind him, as had been proved by his 
winning the election to the Assembly, 
despite the strength of those who wished 
to put him out. 

This was a reference to Pandit Motilal 
Nehru’s opposition to the dead leader. 


WHAT AMERICA THINKS.

Approved cards, with the Diocesan 
Arms, of a more elaborate character, can be 
had at a small additional cost and used 
instead of the customary plain cards. 

Candidates from parishes not named can 
be presented at any convenient centre in the 
list, but at least a fortnight’s notice should 
be given to the incumbent of the church to 
which they are to be brought. |

- Nearly half of this 
number _ visited it for tourist purposes, 
while the others -eame: om some necessary 
business, among them the three Press aero- 
planes that came’ over for the Catholic 
Emancipation celebrations, : 

There is no official civil aerodrome in 
the Free State, but in the present staze 
of the development .of, aviation.in this 
country one is not really necessary. There 
is, however, . 4. Customs. aerodrome. in 
accordance with the regulations of the 
International Convention. It is situated 
at Baldonnel, which is also the head- 
quarters of the Irish Free State Army Air 
Corps. 


A DISTINCTION. 

Very. few. know. the difference. between 
a civil and a Customs aerodrome; yet the 
difference is very great. A Customs aero- 
drome is a place—it need only be a land-. 
ing field, with a wooden hut, to comply 
with the regulations—at which every air- 
craft visiting the country concerned has to 
land and declare. A civil aerodrome, on 
the other hand, is a place where any 
machine can land at will and demand fuel 
and accommodation on payment. Many 
labour under the misapprehension that 
Baldonnel is a civil, as well as a Customs 
and military aerodrome; but, in. spito of 
the fact that it is also the headquarters of 
the Irish Aero Club, by courtesy of the 
Government, this is not so. Visiting air- 
craft, again by courtesy of the Govern- 
ment, can obtain fuel and accommodation 
at  Baldonnek on payment; so. that 
altogether its position 1s rather anomalous. 
There is a satisfaction, however, -in the 
knowledge that it meets the requirements 
of civil aviation as it stands at present. 

Again, steady progress had marked ‘the 
development‘of the numerically small Trish 
Free State Army Air Corps. The principal 
event in its history during the “vear was' 
the gazetting of Captain G. Carroll,. the 
Acting Commanding Officer, as Command.

HOW THE NEW SCHEME 
WORKS. 
_—- ->-—> 


In an explanation of the’ “Widows”, 
Orphans’, and Old Age Contributory Pensions 
Act, which comes into operation to-day, the 
British Ministry of Héalth states that the 
first group of new pensioners brought in by 
the Act consists of the wives of men who 
reached the age of 70 before January 2, 1928, 
and are entitled to full pensions under the 
Old Age Pensions Acts, free from the 
conditions as to. means imposed by those 
Acts by virtue of their insurance. 

The wives of these men have hitherto had 
to wait until they also reached the age of 70 
before being given old age pensions: in right 
of their husbands’ insurance. Under the new 
Act these women are to be entitled to old 
age pensions between the ages oí 65 and 70. 

The second group of new I are the 
widows of men who died or attained the age 
of 70 before January 4, 1926. They are to 
receive widows’ pensions at 55. 

Tbe essential condition for the award «4 
these pensions is that the claimant’s husband 
iaust have been of the insurance class at some 
time within the tliree years before his death 
or his 70th birthday. 

For qualified widows who will have reached 
the age of 60 before January 1, 1931, the 
new pensions are to begin from July 2, 1930, 
or the date of attaining the age of 60, which- 
ever is the later. In all other cases the sion 
will begin from January 1, 1931, or the date 
et attaining the age of 55, whichever is the 
ater. :

facilitate the promotion and carrying out 
of such undertakings. The Seeretary of 
the Treasury, ‘ndeed, indicates his ex- 
peotation of some sectional unemployment 
during the winter, but he leoks for a ro- 
vival in the spring.

DEVELOPMENT. 


MORE ELECTRICITY 
FROM LESS COAL,

The development of electricity in Great 
Britain is ‘exceeding expectations. Forecasts 
of consumption, prepared as a preliminary to 
the formulation of the new regional schemes, 
had estimated the sale during 1928 of about 
7,500,000,000 umits. Actually sales to con- 
sumers: were in excess of this estimate oy 
103,000,000 units. This figure is given in the 
report of the Electricity Commissioners tor 
the year ended March 3lst last. Units sold 
to consumers totalling 7,603,240,446 repre- 
sented an increase of nearly 11 per cent. on tre 

res for 1927, There has been an increase 
of over 108 per cent. — the six years 
since 1922, or an average of 18 ee) cent, per 
annum. During the twelve months authorised 
undertakers developed 9,473,201,154 units. 
Railway and tramway companies and «on- 
statutory undertakings brought the total to 
10,878,980,925 units. This increase in output 
of upwards of 9.5 E cent. was obtained by 
an increase of only 3.7 per cent, in the 
amount of coal. and coke consumed. There 
was aiso a falling off by about 4,800 tons 
in the amount of oil fuel used at generating 
stations as compared with the previous year. 

ELECTRIFYING THE COUNTRYSIDE. 

“One of the most important problems of 
the next few years,” state the Commissioners, 
“will be to ensure that the additional facili- 
ties rendered available are utilised ‘to the best 
advantage in providing an electrical service 
for as large a proportion of the rural popula 
tion as the economic circumstan of the 
supply will permit. 

“This matter has already been receiving 
considerable attention, both by undertakers 
who are engaged in extending supplies from 
urban areas into surrounding rural territory, 
and also by undertakers charged with the 
development of areas more remote from the 
larger centres of population: and wholly or 
prepondeératingly rural in character. 

** The Commissioners,’’ it is added, “ pro- 
pose to continue a systematic review of the 
progress made in the provision of distributing 
mains in rural areas, and to explore the causes 
of or reasons for non-development in part- 
cular cases, “with the object of encouraging 
and facilitating the establishment of a supply 
of electricity wherever there appéars to be a 
reasonable prospect of supplies being given 
on a remunerative. basis.”’
